The mail seen piled on 
the table was estimated to be 
about three thousand letters 
that had accumulated in the 
Post Office while the injunction 
was in force. Surrounding the 
table are some Officials of the 
Church, Evangel force and 
some friends who happened to 
be present at the hearing. 


imaediately after the photo- 
srapk was taken by the photo- 
grapher, all knelt and thanked 
God for the wonderful way in 
which He had delivered us in 
these days of severe trials. 
God’s approval is on the work 
of His Church, and we are con- 
fidently expecting full and final 
victory. 


Om acount of the conflicting 
newspaper reports, a number 
of our people have been con- 
fused and could hardly under- 
stand the decision of the court 
and the true interpretation of 
the opinion. 


We receive letters in almost 
every mail inquiring about this 
matter, saying that they have 
been informed that Tomlinson 
and his followers won out in 
the litigatidn, and had charge 
of the Publishing House and 
properties of the Church, but 
these reports are absolutely in- 
correct, as the same Officials 
and force are now busily en- 
gaged with their work the 
same 2s before the injunction 
was served; and putting forth 
their very best efforts to catch 
up with their heavy corres- 
pondence and other work 
greatly hindered on the account 
of this affair. In last week’s 
Evangel was reproduced two 
articles one from Cleveland 
paper: the one that appeared in 
the Cleveland Herald, the title 
which was “Church of God Wins 
Case”: the other article was 
printed in the Chattanooga 
Daily Times and is carried over 
to page two under the title “Hx- 
plains Decree in Church Case.” 
They explain the situation rea- 
sonably well, and should be par- 
ticularly studied by our peopls, 
remembering always, that 
where complainants are re- 
ferred to it means the Church 
of God, and defendants means 
Tomliason and his followers.

For the information of our 
people, I herewith submit and 
print a copy of the first opinion 
given by Judge Stewart, which 


is called notes for decree. Our] 


readers, as above advised, will 
remember that the defendants 
referred to in the notes for de- 
cree are Tomlinson and certain 
of his followers; the complain- 
ants are the Church of God. 


In order to arrive at a true 
interpretation of these decrees, 
it will be necessary for the 
readers to study them both in 
connection, as the decree by 
Judge Smartt referred to the | 
decision of Judge Stewart. 


Newspaper Reports 

We are advised that a great 
number of our people have 
been confused over the article 
that appeared in the Cleveland 
Daily Banner, April 16th, 1924. 
Our readers will understand 
the situation better if they 
could read an issue of the same 
paper dated April 21st, when 
the Judge’s written opinion was 
received. We find that his 
written opinion does not under- 
take or attempt to explain 
Tomlinson’s innocence with re- 
ference to the alleged shortage, 
but by way of explanation, 
when he delivered his verbal 
opinion he mentioned about the 
presumption of law, that all 
were considered innocent until 
proven guilty. We find that 
this has been interpreted by 
some that the Judge was ex- 
pressing a judicial opinion as 
to his innocence, when this fea- 
ture of the case has not been be- 
fore the court for a judication, 
but only the motion to dis- 
solve the injunction. The read- 
ers attention is called to the 
decree in this issue, which 
does not contain such an 
opinion. And further, it is 
absurd from the simple fact 
that this is one of the principal 
issues that had to come up in 
the final hearing, and not to be} 
determined on a motion merely 
to dissolve an injunction. 

That certain part of the arti- 
cle that appeared in the 
Cleveland Banner, April 16th, 
which reads as follows: “The 
Court further modified the in- 
junction under the original bill, 
so as to allow Tomlinson and 
his associates to hold their re- 
ligious services and to receive 
members in their churches as 
the Church of God over which 
A. J. Tomlinson was and is now 
General Overseer’, is not a 
correct statement; and no such 
expressions are implied in the 
decree, but, to the reverse of 
this statement, they are enjoin- 
ed from holding religious ser- 
vices in the name of the 
Church of God, or representing 
themselves to be the Church of 
God, with the exception of 
special instructions as to re- 
ceiving members only and li- 
censing ministers as provided 
in decree. The expression that 
he was and is General Over- 
seer was not. correct, as 
this is one of the 
principal points in the litiga- 
tion. We admit that he was 
once General Overseer of the 
Church of God, but was im- 
peached and removed from 
office. The above quotation 
was not ‘the decision of the 
judge, but merely a newspaper 
report. 

The article referred to, states 
that we were authorized to pay 
the certificate holders which is 
not correct, and is not the 
Judge’s opinion, as this ques- 
tion is to be passed on in the 
final hearing. In fact, the ar- 
ticle that appeared on April 
16th and the one that appeared 
on April 21st are not in 
harmony with each other. The 
first article fails to carry the 
expressions and interpretation 
of the Judge’s decision. Re- 
ference is here made to the 
printed decree,

yundred extra copies printed of 
the paper referred to, and 
mailed them out to a great 
number of the people, and the 
*same parties failed to receive 
a copy of the issue of April 21st, 
which would have given them 
a clear and better understand- 
-ing of the decision of the 
eourt. 


That part of the article ap- 
pearing in the same paper un- 
der sub head “COURT EX- 
PRESSES BELIEF IN TOM- 
LANSON’S HONESTY,” “The 


Court merely expressed the pre- 
sumption of law in all cases in 
that, that all citizens are pre- 
sumed to be innocent until they 
ave proven guilty. He expressed 
that this presumption had not 
been removed.” From the gen- 
eral purport of this portion of 
the article, the reading public 
would take it for granted that 
the proof, had been offered, and 
that Tomlinson was adjudged 
by the court to be innocent of 
the charges of his alleged short- 
age in his accounts with the 
ehurch. The-true facts are that 
this proof was not presented to 
the Court on motion to dis- 
soive the injunction but is re- 
served for the final hearing, and 
the decree clearly implies that 
none of these points at issue 
are dealt with in the court’s 
action to dissolve the injunc- 
tion against the Church of God 
and retaining an injunction 
against Tomlinson, et al. The 
wue facts are that any ‘court 
expressing their opinion on the 
issues that are to be determined 
im the final hearing and in ad- 
vance of evidence would be high- 
ly improper. As further proof 
that this was no part of the 
Judge’s opinion, Tomlinsons’s 
attorney tried to get an expres- 
gion something like that in his 
decree; but the Judge marked it 
out in the presence of a number 
of people and said that it did not 
belong there.

Attorney Could ‘Not Agree on 
Construction of Decree 





TOMLINSON CAN ORDAIN 
MINISTERS IN HIS FLOCK 





And Admit Members, But Must 
First Notify Them of Injunc- 
tion—Lee Faction Must 
File Statement of Receipts 
and Disbursements. 


The decree of Judge R. W. 
Smartt inthe Church of God 
case tried in chancery court 
here last week was received here 
this morning from Chattanooga, 
where the judge is sitting in 
criminal court for Judge Estill. 
A verbal decision was given at 
the close of the hearing here 
last week, but the attorneys be- 
ing unable to agree on the word- 
ing of the decree, the judge him- 
self drew the decree after leav- 
ing here. 

The case was heard on motion 
to dismiss the original bill and 
cross bill; to dissolve the injunc- 
tions obtained under the original 
bill and cross bill and to amend 
the original bill. 


The chancellor in his decree, 
disallowed the motion to dis- 
miss, both the original bill and 
cross bill, and the case will be 
tried on its merits. 


The decree decides none of 
the "queStions raised on their 
merits, but leaves them for ad- 
judication when the case comes 
up for final action. 

Under the decree the Church 
of.God over which F. J. Lee is 
general overseer is left in full 
possession of the church prop- 
erty in Cleveland. And at liberty 


w 





to carry on all their work as the 
Church of God without restric- 
tion, except the reports that 
must be filed witli the court. 


The Tomlinson organization 
may carry on all their church 
activities, but are restrained 
from functioning as the Church 
of God, except as set out in the 
decree which allows them to 
take in members and ordain 
ministers as the Church of God 
over which A. J. Tomlinson ‘is 
general overseer, after explain- 
ing to them the injunction 
which must be binding upon 
them. : 

‘The original bill was filed by 
the Church of God against A. 
J. Tomlinson et al, charging that 
Tomlinson and the members ‘of 
his organization had been dis- 
missed from the Church of God, 
and that they had formed an- 
other organization claiming to 
be the true Church of God and 
were engaged in an attempt to 
discredit, and undermine the 
church with the purpose of 
building up their own organiza- 
tion by spreading false and mis- 
leading information. An fnjunc- 
tion was asked prohibiting the 
Cefendants from continuing to 
represent themselves as being 
in anyway connected with the 
Church of God, or to represent 
the complainants were not teh 
true Church of God. The bill 
also charged that Tomlinson 
was short in his accounts with 
the Church of God, the shortage 
arising while the defendant was 
general overseer of the organi- 
zation, and the court was asked 
to decide the amount due the 
church from Tomlinson; the 
court was also asked to decide 
as tothe responsibility of the 
church for some $17,000 which 
it is alleged that Tomlinson ob- 
tained from members of the 
church through the Evangel 
Loan Fund, and which are now 
outstanding. 


The cross bill filed by mem- 
bers of Tomlinson’s church de- 
nied the charges in the original 
bill in detail; denied the author- 
ity of the officials of the church 
as represented 


tion, under which the como- 
plainants were acting, repre- 
sented a radical departure from 
the teachings of the original 
church, and in effect set up a 
new organization which was not 
the true Church of God. An in- 
junction was asked prohibiting 
the complainants to function in 
any way as the Church of God. 


The complainants in the or- 
iginal bill also asked the priv- 
ilege of amending the bill which 
was brought in the name of the 
Church of God, a_ corporation 
under the laws of the state of 
Tennessee, to allow them in the 
event that the charter was held 
illegal, to maintain the billas a 
church: or association. This 
amendment was allowed. 


The injunction under the orig- 
inal bill against Tomlinson et 
al was allowed to stand as-mod- 
ified by Chancellor Stewart, but 
with, certain other modifications 
which allow the Tomlinson or- 
ganization to take members in- 
to the church and ordain min- 
isters and evangelists, in the 
name of the Church of God over 
which A, J. Tomlinson is gener- 
al overseer, but explanation 
must be made to all such mem- 
bers and ministers that the or- 
ganization is under injunction 
from the Church of God as rep- 
resented by the complainants in 
the original bill. 


The injunction as modified by 
Chancellor Stewart allows the 
Tomlinson organization to con- 
tinue their church work and 
publications, but not in the name 
of the complainant church. The 
injunction obtained by the Tam- 
linson organization in the cross 
bill against the Church of God 
over which F, J. Lee is general 
overseer, was dissolved as a 
whole, with the following ex- 
ceptions: In case the defendants 
in the cross bill desire to en- 
cumber the church property in 
any way or sellit, they must 
first deposit bond with the court 
for the full value of the encum- 


“brance to protect the interests 


of the complainants which may 
be shown when the case is final- 
ly adjudicated; and they must 
file a monthly report of receipts 
and disbursements with the 
court. The church may sell 
bonds secured by the church 
property to take up any notes 
signed by Tomlinson as general 
overseer, without giving bond.
